FLAMES IMPRISON MEN 


. IN ISLE ROYALE MINE 


Three Miners Are Cut Off From Rescue 


and Must Rely on Ability to Tap 


Air Pipe.. 


Hbughton, Mich.. Dec. 19.—Throe 


men in the depths of the Islo Royale 
mine are cut oti from rescue by 1,000 
feet ot Jlair.es lu No. 1 shaft.' Their 
sole hope lies in the great air com- 
pressors noisily sucking In tho free air 
and delivering It far underground at a 
pressure of seventy pounds to the Inch. 
If the miners tap this pipe In some 
end drift they can flpht back tho dead- 
ly gases with tho compressed air. 


The fire started about noon Friday,' 


while 1.400 men were 
underground. 


The fire doors were closed,'cutting olf 
the workings in No. 1' and tho men 
were warned to flee for their lives. 


The entire No. 1 shaft, nearly n half 


mllo In depth nnd heavily timbered, la 
now In flames. Water poured Into the 
top has merely kept ciown the fire for 
100 foot or so below the surface. Tho 
danper to the throe men cut off lie's not 
from the ilames, which they can read- 
ily escape, but from the gas resulting 
from the combustion of wood where 
there Is no free air.

NEGROES LOSE CONTEST 


FOR SCHOOL PRIVILEGES. 


Famous Alton Case, Decided In Favor 


of the City. Will De Taken to 


Supreme Ccurt. 


Alton. III.. Dec. 19.—Tho city of Al- 


ton, won in the famous Alton school 
cast? In the Madison county circuit 
court after a two days' trial. This was 
the seventh time that tho case had 
been up for trial. The case has been 
to the appellate and supreme courts, 
but each tlmo has been reversed and 
remanded. 


Tho suit is ono wherein the negroes 


of Alton are trying to compel the ofil- 
clnls to permit them to go to school 
with the whites. The suit was brought 
by Scott Biff and several other ne- 
groes in the form of n mandamus to 
compel the mayor of Alton, the city 
council and the board of education to 
psrmlt his children to go to school 
with the whites. Tho suit started sev- 
eral years ai;o, when the board of edu- 
cation built n separate school for the 
blacks.

After the decision in favor of the 


city tho attorney for the. negroes gave 
notice of an appeal to the supreme 
court. 
It Is said that iho negroes of 


Chicago and other cities are furnishing 
funds for the prosecution o! tho case 
and that the blacks intend to make 
the Alton school case a test case.

tlliit city •what an old fashioned Eng- 
lish Clirlstinim was like mid Incidental- 
ly to cement valuable friendships [or 
her husband In certain Influential quar- 
ters, sum out Invltntloim for fifty per- 
sons. Thoru wns a curious mingling of 
nationalities In tin- guests responding, 
Greek, I'orslnn, Turkish, French^ Ar- 
menian, Ilusslan, English, American, 
Spanish, Hebrew, Gorman, Italian, Al- 
banian and ono Japanese. Possibly 
there may have bc<m more nationalities 
represented, but only thirteen different 
languages weru spoken. 


Mr. I.affan-IIunly's house was situat- 


ed In I'cra, directly opposite tbo konak 
of Fuad I'asliu. As the guests arrived, 
some on horsobnclc, n few on foot, a 
fen- In coupes, but more In sedan 
chairs, tlio faces of the women in tho

rustling, up. bayonet In hnnd. to clam- 
ber ovcrtho simple obstacle, bronclrtho 
line of battle, taUo n city nnd decide n 
campaign—here was a focusing of ele- 
ments for n sensation oven nt the front 
In war time. It wns at port Sanders 


• on Sunday morning. Nov. 20, 1SKI, 
when Longstreet besieged Burnsldo's 
army ntKnoxvlllo, Tenn. 


Many nn Incidental tight look place 


for the control of Knoxvllle, the key to 
east Tennessee, nnd It fell to 
Long-' 


street, whose corps of Invincible* hod 
been sent west after Gettysburg to try 
to wrest It once more from the Federal 
Krnsp.' 
Ilnrnsldo had but recently 


Jumped Into -the tracks of a retreating 
Confederate nrmy nnd hadn't gained a 
firm foothold. He commanded 12,000 
men. I-ongslrect brought 20,000 against 
him. 


Thq ruling spirit In Fort Sanders was 


Lieutenant S. N. llenjnniln, Second 
United States artillery, who command- 
ed the guns In the fort, ten or twelve 
fleldpleces. About 300 riflemen belong- 
ing to thel Seventy-ninth New York 
Highlanders, the One Hundredth Penn- 


beads of the three columns converged 
nt the angle. At the edge of the ditcu 
everything came to a halt, but many 
of the men were cool chough to fire 
through the embrasures upon Ilcujn- 
'iiiln's artillerists and at tho rlilcmcti 
above on the parapet. .The tire of tho 
fort was soon silenced under these tell- 
ing, shots, and the Confederates far In 
the rear believed that it had surren- 
dered. 


Au awkward wait it was there under 


the muzzles of Benjamin's gtiiiH. The 
southern' olllcers and the color bearers 
leaped Into the ditch and tried to scale 
the bant;. Their men Imitated their 
valor nnd ganged themselves -at tho 
base of the high bank'to make human 
scaling ladders, nnd nemo few climbed 
upon the shoulders of their fellows un- 
til they reached the lop. The tlags of 
the Thirteenth and. Seventeenth Mls- 
"sIsSIppl ndtl the Sixteenth Georgia wore 
made fast on the parapet, and agalii 
and again men were shot down around 
them. Two Georgia1 olllcers climbed in 
at one of the cinhrnMiircs. Quo was 
captured, and the other took one look 
and bucked out again, saving himself 
by the lively use of a six shooter. 


It was n deadlock In battle and could 


not last forever. Benjamin took n hand 
to break It. During the supreme crisis 
he coolly smoked a plpo that he had 
freshly lit Just as tho attack was 


ig and gave orders to bis men

COXKEUEHATKS SCALING Tilli 1'AHAPET. 


Fylvnnin an'i Twentieth •nicnignn were 
distributed along the irregular parapet 
of the fort. The Confederates had de 
voted ten dnys to preparations for at- 
tack. Thirty guns of Alexander's crack 
nrtlllery carpi* were In buttery to lire 
upon the work at short range. - Four 
pieces were elevated upon skids so ns 
to rain down shells vertically inside the 
parapet. 
. Tlie men in Fort Sanders surmised 
wluit the enemy was planning to do. 
Everj- foothold on the exterior slope 
wns pared off. the ditch widened, nnd 
rlUetnen stood on duty along the para- 
pet at the ticklish hours of twilight 
and dawn to welcome the assailants in 
due fashion. A happy thought of Lieu- 
tenant Benjamin placed another oil- 
ntaclc in the pathway of the enemy. 
Along the front of tile parapet was u 
Held of pine stumps where the trees 
had lK?cn cut two feet from the ground. 
Benjamin nnd his men wound tele- 
graph wire around the stumps, stretch- 
ing It between them Just high enough 
to trip soldiers on the march; also an 
nbntls brush wns laid under the screen 
of n ridge ro as to be unseen until tho 
ussnjlnnts were almost upon It. 


The Confederate attack was made at 


the first streak of dawn on Sunday, a 
dny of countless big enterprises In war. 
The Confederate batteries flred n few 
shells into the fort nnd were then call- 
ed off from their exciting game to give 
cold steelf a chance., Suddenly three 
lines of men In gray, 3,000 Mlsslsslp. 
plans and 2.000 Georgians from Gen- 
eral McLnws' veteran division;, rashed 
from their cover 200 yards from tho 
goal nnd bended for it nt double quick. 
They moved on noiselessly, without 
yelling or firing n shot, hut holding 
their bayonets ready for execution the 
moment the parapet wns reached. 


When fttlrly in motion the column 


•wavered, the front ranks going down 
on the tangled wire. Benjamin opened 
his. guns with canister, and the rlllo- 
men around him piled their bullets 
upon the discomfited assailants. A 
setback for them wns Inevitable, but 
tho rear ranks crushed the wire be- 
neath their feet nnd pressed on In tho 
face of tho storm with matchless In- 
trepidity. They reached the ditch, but 
with their ranks In a Jumbled mass In- 
stead of deployed lines, ns soldiers 
should move to the assault. 


The northwestern bastion of the fort 


formed n salient and reached out. ns It 
were, toward tliu Confederate line's. 
In their haste to be Ilrst on the works 
and possibly because of tho confusion 
over the tangled wire episode the 


suited to tho movements of the enemy 
outside. When the Hags appeared on 
the crest of the parapet and ho knew 
that the ditch was tilling with us will- 
ants he begun to pitch shells with 
lighted fuses among them. 
A cap- 


tiiln of the hlghlanders bold a blazing 
brand, the fuses were cut close, then lit 
at the brand and whisked over Into tho 
luckless crowd. "There, that will cool 
them off some," he would'say blandly 
ns lie tossed a lighted shell over the 
bank on its deadly mission. . 


Benjamin's cannon swept the ditch 


.once or twice with canister. But.froHh 
assailants 'continually poured lii until 
it was crowded with men, and there 
was for tho fellows penned In there no 
getting from under thoxo murderous 
grenades except by retreat. This they 
nt last did sullenly, leaving three Hags 
on the parapet. The Hag of the Six- 
teenth Georgia captured there Is one of 
tho war department collection. 


Tho Confederate prisoners taken from 


tlie ditch nnd their killed and wounded 
outnumbered the whole garrison three 
to one. The unhurt prisoners numbered 
2T>0. Tho dead nnd wounded In the 
ditch were2(K), nearly all of the wound- 
ed being mortally hurt. The stump 
Held In front was also covered with 
victims who fell In .the charge, nnd 
Benjamin estimated that at least 1,000 
Confederates were cu.t down between 
the starting point and the parapet of 
the fort. In the garrlnon of Fort San- 
ders eight were killed nnd five wound- 
ed. 


Amazed" nt their repulse where they 


expected nn easy triumph, the Con fed/ 
crate leaders speculated for some tltno 
about following up the' charge with 
fresh columns, but changed their minds 
nnd called the battle off. As It turned 
out, the actual clash of arms lasted 
only fifteen minutes. Had It continued 
to the average length of battles with 
the same rate of slaughter, Nov. 20, 
1S(KI, might have rivaled on the Con- 
federate side tho bloodiest Sundays of 
the war.

A Veritable Gold Mine for the Student 


and the Archeologlst—Small Spot 
Swept by the Wars of Centuries— 
.The People.

Students ot human naturo and po- 


litical economy, and travelers who arc 
restlessly in search of something now 
to whet their appetites for' life, will 
undoubtedly be Interested In recent 
arrangements made by some of tho 
steamship companion 
whereby the 


larger boats at the transatlantic lines 
•will make Palermo a port of- call for 
the season. 


This means that Sicily may now bo 


reached .with ns much case as when 
ono lands at cither Genoa or Naples, 
and that the rough journey from Mes- 
sina or Naples to Palermo which here- 
tofore had barred many tourists from 
entering Sicily, lias became a real 
pleasure trip. 


To know Europe, we are told, one 


must know Italy, and Goethe assures 
us, "Italy without Sicily leaves no 
Image in the soul," yet Sicily with all 
Its 'picturesque ucenery, Its relics of 
classic times. Its beautiful examples 
ot architecture and 
Its 
wealth of 


legendary history, has attracted com- 
paratively few of the tourists who 
annually "do" Europe. 


Nevertheless this "pearl of the Med- 


iterranean," as It la called, offcrn an 
inexhaustible Held of Interest to who- 
soever enters its borders. 


The'archeologlst might spend the. 


rest of his days wandering among the 
caves of .the cliff dwellers, Cyclopean 
structures, old Dyzantino edifices, Ro- 
man bridges, Snraccnlc mosques, etc., 
nnd yet have seen but a small fraction 
of Its wonders.

In each of the sev- 
eral distinctive types to be found In 
the island may he recognized the im- 
press which a lone line of Intermnr-" 
rlages has loft. In their faces, char- 
acter and dally life we find c. curious 
blending of the effects of glaring inn- 
shine nnd heavy scented (lowers, fre- 
quent earthquakings, war.and^woe, so 


that; as Mo wr.l'er nan-pur «;-im.-*: 
is .sunshine and -beauty all over the 
land, nnd a burden of hunger anil dis- 
tress on her children, and the beauty 
of the women, nnd dignity of the men 
arc always 'Intensified by the veiled 
sorrow in their eyes."-

The commercial classes arc plain, 


oftentimes coarse, and devoid oven of 
the gracn and littleness which is their 
natural heritage. Their thrift Is that

OP THE MIDDLE AGES 


RUINED BRACCIANO CASTLE A 


TYPICAL STRONGHOLD. 


Myatery and 
Romance Inseparably 


Connected with This Former Home 
of .• a Feudal Baron—1»« to Bu Re- 
stored to It* Glories. 


(Special Correspondence.) 


When Sir Waher Scott came to 


Rome In the last year of his life, and 
bad-gone to St. Peter's that he'might 
fee the tomb of the last of thu 
Stuarts, his greatest desire, It Is said, 
wan to visit the castle of Dracclano. 


Much as Sir Walter Scott beheld It 


neventy years ago did the castle of 
Bracilano appear to the members of 
the Itrltlsh ttnd American Archaeologi- 
cal Society of Rome, who had gone to 
explore Us courts and halls, and, If 
possible, to surprise Us secrets. There 
is such a mystery and romance about 
these medieval castles that one ap- 
proaches -them with a certain timidity. 
The- smell of blood seems to hover 
around, and the memory of crime to 
baunt them. 
' 


The fortified stronghold looked, at 


first sight, half as large as the town 
around Its base, which seemed to be 
overawed as well as protected by It. 
Its towers rise only slightly above Its 
•walls, but they are huge and mas- 
sive, and suggest the strength of the 
'place In early days. 
Built rather 


rudely, tho prevailing color of the 
•tone work is a dark b'ue, almost 
black, a fact accounted for by the use 
in the building of the outer walls of 
•the;dark blue lava blocks that the 
Romans used In paving the ancient 
Via Cassia. 


The present castle of Bracclano, 


built upon the site of an older fortress, 
mentioned In a document of 1234, 
owes its construction to Napoleon Or- 
slnl, a fact attested by an Inscription 
over the principal entrance. Thenama 
Napoleon, which many 
people be- 


lieved came into use with the great 
emperor of tho French, was a favorite 
name in Italy four or .five centuries 
before he had made It renowned in 
the -world. 


When, having passed the gate, the 


courtyard appeared before us, with 
Its graceful porticoes of two floors, 
supported on arches borne by col- 
umns, well proportioned and harmoni- 
ous, the beauty of fifteenth centtiry 
architecture as applied to baronial 
uses was brought homo to our minds. 
This courtyard constituted the sceno 
upon which many a drama of ancient 
life, whether tragedy or comedy, ac- 
cording to occasion, was enacted. 


It was easy to picture this spacious 


stage, with the pretty and picturesque 
background filled with the actors who 
•went to and fro over its pavements In 
the long gone time. One hears again 
the echo of the old songs: "Blow, war- 
der, blow thy sounding'born, and thy 
banner wave' on high," and "High 
deeds achieved of knightly, fame," In. 


contemplating mich a courtyard and 
thinking of what muy have happened 
here. 
; r. 


At dawn, says an Italian, describing 


private life In the castles of the bar- 
on*, the courtyard was filled, with a 
varied crowd of servitors and valct.i. 
Some brought provisions to the kitch- 
en, which In this castlo of Bracclano 
Is on the right of tho entrance, and Is 
now furnished with a modern range 
Inatead of tho old "poHtl," or rude 
gratings thut supported charcoal, of 
the older time, and common In Roman 
households to-day. The huge chimney, 
which was wide as a good-sized room, 
Is empty now, and visitors are taken 
Into It to look up and see tho blue 
sky at the top of It, ever so far nway. 


Other attendants In the olden time 


furbished up the arms nnd weapons of 
the warriors and the harness of the 
war horses, having much steel and 
brass In them. Here In the courtyard 
tho major ilomo, or steward of the 
castle, stood under tho portico inoaa- 
urlng out and weighing and register- 
ing the distribution of supplies, after 
he had already purchased provisions 
from the peasants of the surrounding 
country, who'flockcd In here as soon 
as the gate was opined. 
Horses

neighed, smiths hammered, peasants 
chaffered, men-at-arms marched to and 
fro. and tho busy and multiform occu- 
pations of tho people wero carried on 
with much noise and loud talk. 


In the halls or chambers of this 


castlo the greatest severity of the 
period prevails; and this same spirit 
dominates In the portion of It Inhab- 
ited by Prince Odescalchl, his family 
and his guests. 
Tho unlimited ex- 


travagance of tho Orslnls, and the 
huge cxpenso required for tho main- 
tenance of the duchy of Bracclano, 
told upon the wealth of this historic 
family, whoso name, with that of their 
dearest enemy, the Colonna, pervades 
tho whole hlstcry of tho mlddlo apes 
and illuminates It with tho lurid light' 
of their bloody contests.
